Harrisburg, Aug. 23—A brief but 


riYid analysis of the political power 
•R'hicli 4,000,000 -women of this country 
already possess, and the effect -whicti 
it -will have on next year's presiden- 
tial election, -was given out at the 
State Headquarters of the Pennsylva- 
nia Suffragists here to-day by Miss 
Hannah J. Patterson, State Chairman 
of the Pennsylvania Woman Suffrage 
Party. 


Two 
interesting and 
significant 


points are emphasized in Miss Patter- 
son's statement: 


(1) That the 12 States In -wrhich 


women now vote control 91 of the 
266 Electoral College votes necessary 
for A choice in determining who is to 
be President of the United States in 
1917. 


(2) 
That no candidate for Presi- 


dent can expect to gain the SI Totes 
controlled by the Suffrage States un- 
less he stands unqualifiedly for woman 
suffrage. 


In presenting her statement and 


analysis of the nation-wide power of 
the women voters in the twelve suf- 
fr*c« States. Miss Patterson explained 
that It had be«B prepared in response 
to repeated requests from the West 
as to whether the men of the East 
really appreciated the Toting strength 
of the Western women in national 
•lections. 


Woman's Vote Increases. 


"Almost •r«ry day," she said, "we 
retire letter* from Western suffrag- 
IlU, both m»n and women, asking us 
If oar menfolk understand that six 
additional 
Itatea—Arizona, Kansas. 


Oragoa. Illinois. Montana, and Nevada 
—bar* granted their -women the right 
to Tote for the President of the 
United States since the 1912 election. 
None ol these women had the right 
to rot* at the last presidential elec- 
tion and only 37 electoral votes were 
cast in -which -women had a roice. 
But the womec of the aix aforemen- 
tioned State* will -vote next year, 
brtnftng the total electoral vote of 
the suffrage States tip to II. or & lit- 
tle more than one-third »' the Elec- 
toral College vote which the success- 
ful candidate must polL 


"We agree with the Western suf- 


fragists that these figures are Im- 
portant and worthy of study and dis- 
cussion, by every thinking citizen. 
We feel that they should be of espec- 
'lal interest to the voters of Pennsyl- 
vania, -who are to decide ibis Novem- 
ber whether their -women are to have 
a voice in deciding what presidential 
candidate is to receive Pennsylvania's 
38 electoral votes next year. 


"It doea not seern fair to us that 


the women of this State should be 
denied the right to share in the elec- 
tion of the next President, when 
4.000,000 other women, from California 
to Illinois, will have the power to vote 
against a candidate that we possibly 
might favor, providing, of course, that 
he believed la equal suffrage. 


'"We want to bring these facts home 


to the men of Pennsylvania. But to 
bring facts home forcibly, one must 
be specific. With the lively interest 
that is already being shown in the 
coming presidential 
campaign, we 


know of no better way of being spe- 
cific than to show in concrete form 
just what power can be and will be 
.exercised by the women of the "West 
in determining who is tc be our next 
President." 


Miss Patterson then submitted the 


table of Electoral College statistics 
tbat accompanies this story. 


Wettern Voters Watching. 


"As the table indicates," she said, 


"the States where women vote con- 
trol among them 91 electoral votes, or 
more than New York and Pennsylva- 
nia combined. 
Western voters are 


watching these two Eastern States 
this year and If. by any chance, the 
suffrage amendments should be de- 
feated in the Empire and Keystone 
States, no candidate from either of 
these States need expect to gain the 
81 electoral votes which the suffrage 
States control. 


"This is simply a plain statement 


of fact based upon the preparations 
which the voting suffragists of the 
West are making for the 1916 presi- 
dential campaign. The women have 
learned the power of the ballot and 
the vote which they will turn out In 
next year's presidential election will 
be as bif a surprise to some folks as 
their vote in Chicago -was in the 
mayoraitr campaign this year, when 
icore than a quarter of a million 
women voted and incidentally gave 
Chicago the cleanest and most intel- 
ligent city council erer elected. 


Have Faith In Men. 


"Meanwhile, we are confident that 


the men «I Pennsylvania will prove 
to the satisfaction of the Western 
voters that they are Just as patriotic 
to-day as their forefathers were when 
they signed the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence in Philadelphia, and 
that 


the same spirit ol Patriotism which 
prompted them to nialte Pennsylvania 
tb« birthplace of Liberty in this 
country will inspire an overwhelming 
vote for the suffrage amendment here 
this Xovember."

Fire Fighting Display. 


There will be a fine display of (ire 


fighting apparatus at tlio Firemen''; 
Convention in Philadelphia Oct. 5-8. 
It will illustrate the history of tire 
fighting and will be most interesting 
to every fireman. 


The exhibit has been arranged by 


the Pennsylvania Society of Colo- 
nial Dames, of which Mrs. C. C. Har- 
rison is president. Practically all the 
objects to be on view were either 
manufactured 
in 
Philadelphia 
or 


were used in that city, and belong to 
Philadelphia lire companies and citi- 
zens. 


The history of fire fighting in that 


city from the early days until the ad- 
vent of the steam engine 5s told in 
the exhibit, which consists of pieces 
of apparatus and pictures. There is a 
little hand fire engine, the first to be 
used in this city and one of the three 
first engines brought to America, 
which was purchased in London in 
1730. This engine, which is a small 
wooden 
affair, 
with solid wooden- 


wheels 18 inches in diameter, was 
worked by a small hand pump to 
.-hoot the water on the flames. The 
water supply was fed to the pump by 
leather buckets in the hands of the 
firemen, who 
obtained 
the water 


from street pumps and wells. 


Type No. 2 was the Philadelphia 


engine, which was built in Philadel- 
phia by Patrick Lyon. It was a larger 
and more powerful engine, and dupli- 
cates were purchased by cities in all 
parts of the countrj-. The first engine 
of this type was built in 1738. 
The 


last type of hand engine, which-was 
a large and quite powerful engine. 
was built by Lypn also, the first en- 
gine being used in Philadelphia. 


Two volunteer firemen of Phila- 


delphia manufactured the first cop- 
per-riveted hose, which was the in- 
vention of one of them, and was used 
in all parts of the world. The first 
leather hose was sewed, but after a 
hard fire had been conquered, or had 
burned itself out, and the leather 
hose hardened, almost as rigid as an 
iron pipe, the stitches almost con- 
tinualh- broke. To overcome this in- 
convenience 
Sellers and Pennock. 


two firemen, started the manufac- 
ture of riveted hose, whichr was much 
more satisfactory. 


All 
volunteers 
throughout 
the 


country were opposed to the steam 
engine, but this did not deter4 Fred- 
erick Farley and a number of other 
believers in this type of engine from 
putting their best efforts forward to 
instai the more modern apparatus. 
They finally persuaded the Philadel- 
phia Hose Company to pass a reso- 
lution authorizing the purchase of a 
steam engine. This measure caused 
the revolution in fire-fighting appa- 
ratus throughout the country, and 


j made Philadelphia the scene of the 
introduction in this country of effi- 
cient fire-fighting. 


In 1858 the Philadelphia Hose Com- 


jpany offered a premium for a suc- 
jcessful steam engine. An engine, pro- 
' cluced by Reaney. Neafie & Company. 
withstood all tests, and was adopted. 
This was the first steam engine to be 
adopted by volunteer firemen in this 
country. This engine could throw one 
stream, with a I 1-4 inch nozzle. 210 
feet in the air. 
. . . 


To prove~that there is nothing new 


under the sun a picture included in 
the exhibit shows a steam fire en- 
gine, which was propelled by irs own 
steam, and which was successfully 
operated by the Southwark Fire 
Company from 1850 until iSoi. When 
the engine, which was the first auto 
engine built, arrived at a fire, steam 
hoist lifted the rear wheels off the 
ground and one of these was used as 
a fly-wheel for the purpose of ope- 
rating the pump. The horrible con- 
dition of the streets, however, made 
it necessary to discontinue the use of 
the engine in 1861. 


Recognition of the efficiency of the 


firemen of Philadelphia during the 
Civil War wa? secured from the Red 
Cross Society of Paris m 1860. as is 
attested by a memrial and testimoni- 
al medal, among the exhibits. Dur- 
ing the Civil War the activities of the 
firemen of Philadelphia \rere 
not 


confined to fighting fires and the foes 
of the Union, but they also helped 
niirse the sick and wounded soldiers. 


An ambulance service was organiz- 


ed by the firemen, and -when a num- 
ber of sick and wounded soldiers 
i would arrive in the city by boats or 
'railroad an alarm would be struck 
and the ambulance service would 
race to the soldiers with as great 
zeai as -»vas displayed in going to a 


j fire. In 1869 there was the Paris Ex- 
jhibition and a request was made to 
ithe United States Government by the 
(trench for the loan of one of the 
j Philadelphia ambulances. 
This re- 


quest was transmitted to the firemen 
of Philadelphia by the Government 
and an ambulance was loaned to the 
French Government. After the -war 
these 
ambulances 
were 
scattered 


throughout the country and were 
Jused in many places as stage coaches. 


One of the most interesting: exhib- 


its is a glass case which contains all 
the equipment use<! by the volunteer 
firemen. There ts an overcoat and 
cape. hat. bch. ax and case, trumpet 
and torch. A resume of the means 
used iji the fighting of fires :JT Phila- 
delphia iT'Om 1607 tiiitii iSoj contains 
pnany interestijijr items.

New Parcels Post Order. 


] 
By order of the po_stmaster gen- 


Serai the postal regulations governing 
jthe insurance of parcel post have 
] been expanded to include packages 
i valued at 850 to Slop, and to extend 
iihe insurance privilege to parcels 
valued at $5 or less, for a fee of 3 
cents. 
T-vveiuv-five cents is named 


as the fee for insuring parcels in an 
amount not more than Sioo. 


The order is effective immediately. 


Until now a fee of 5 cenis has been 
charged for insuring all valuations up 
10 $25. 
For valuations ranging from 


$S to $25. the 5-ccJit insurance fee 
will be charged as heretofore. For 
valuations between $25 and §50. the 
fee -will continue to be so cents. 


In all cases the insurance fee must 


be added in addition to the postage, 
and indemnity will not be allowed in 
cases o; aoss of such mail addressed 
to the Philippine Islands, unless the 
loss occurs in the TM'ftal service of 
the United Slate*. 
Insurance fees 


therefore are graduated from 3 to 25 
cents, and e^vvr variations to the 
$3f)ri maximum.
